The Wild Turkey . 


The little child whose only 
idea of a turkey is the frozen, 
headless and featherless, huge- 
breasted domestic birg mom 
brings home from the super- 
market, probably would not 
recognize the tall, lean and 
bearded wild turkey as turkey. 


The wild turkey has darker. & 


and more irridescent feathers 
than the domestic breed. It is 
thinner, longer-legged and 
smaller-headed. This stream- 
lined body enables America’s 
native gamebird to achieve a 
flying speed of 55 m.p.h. and 
a four-foot stride run. It also 
has a prominent and peculiar 
characteristic cailed the 
‘beard’, a long, bristle-like ap- 
pendage hanging from the 
breast. 

Wild turkeys like mature for- 
est and plenty of range; an av- 
erage flock may cover up 
18,000 acres and have a daily 
feeding range of seven or eight 
miles, And they're not very tol- 
erant of human beings disturb- 

y ing the solitude of their range. 

The turkey has been impor- 
tant food since the earliest 
primitive man arrived in 
America. It was found every- 
where once, but now it is most 
abundant in the south, south- 
west, California and Pennsyl- 
yania, pushed into pockets by 
dwindling forests. 


A domesticated type of tur- 


key was taken from Central . 


America to Europe by the 
Spaniards around 1518 and 
spread rapidly from country 
to country. When settlers ar- 
rived in North Americe the na- 
tive wiid bird surprised them 
with its ‘nrodigious multi- 
, tudes’, and it, was considered 
a greater delicacy than the 40-
